It Is 
always best Jo get outside help. Tho 
pediatrician. If one attended tho 
child: the ps)xholoElit; the physl. 
dan In cooperallan with the pay- 
chcloelst and the teacher; and, tlie 
old family friend who undentands 
the ways or children should nil be 
consulted, ilnc* It may lake nil of 
these combining tlielr knowledge 
and skllU to hdp the ailing child. 

Whatever else Is done, do not beat 
this child, nor friEhten him with 
threala ot the policeman and the 
Jail. He Is already In lear. He Is 
carrying a load o[ guilt that must 
be Uried trom him or he will become 
Instead of better. Deal with 
him and try to win his confidence. 
Then get oulsldo help for him. 

Parents, snd no blame to them, 
hide such things as long as Ihey 
but they are mistaken It they thliA 
they aucceed. People know about 
such things otten beron the parents 
do. Instead ot wullng predous time 
In denying and covering up It la bet- 
ter lo go for help as soon bj '
